11.  NEW  U.S.  AMBASSADOR  TO  CHINA 

a.  "U.S.  puts  great  emphasis  on  the  nomination  of  their  new 
Ambassador  to  China" 

The  official  Communist  Party  international  news  publication  Global 
Times  (Huangiu  Shibao) ( 05/18 ) : "Obama  personally  announced  that  the 
Governor  from  Utah,  Jon  Huntsman,  will  be  the  new  Ambassador  to 
China.

"China  must  increase  its  purchase  of  American  bonds"
